This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 32-39, 53-60, 62-64, drawn to a first method, of achieving enhanced 
expression of a target nucleotide sequence comprising (i) providing an organism in which PTGS 
is suppressed, (ii) associating a target nucleotide sequence that is pre-existing in the genome of 
the organism with one or more MARs, and (iii) causing or permitting expression from the target 
nucleotide sequence, and a first product, a transgenic organism obtained by the first method. 

Group II, claim(s) 32-35 and 40-68, drawn to a second method, of achieving enhanced 
expression of a target nucleotide sequence comprising (i) providing an organism in which PTGS 
is suppressed, (ii) providing a target nucleic acid construct comprising an expression cassette 
including the target nucleotide sequence operably linked to a promoter, and one or more MARs 
associated therewith, and introducing the construct into the organism, (iii) causing or permitting 
expression from the target nucleotide sequence, and a second product, a transgenic organism 
obtained by the second method. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The method of Group I comprises the special technical feature 
of associating a target nucleotide sequence that pre-exists in the genome of the host organism, 
with one or more MARs. This is not shared with Group II, which has a special technical feature 
of introducing into the host organism a construct comprising an expression cassette including the 
target nucleotide sequence operably linked to a promoter, and one or more MARs associated 
therewith. The groups do not share the same special technical features. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
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(A) The host organism being 1) yeasts/fungi, 2) algae, plants, or 3) non-human animals; 
and (B) suppression of PTGS caused by 4) deficiency in the SGS2 gene, 5) deficiency in the 
SDE1 gene, 6) deficiency in the SGS3 gene, 7) deficiency in the SDE3 gene, 8) deficiency in the 
AG01 gene, 9) deficiency in the WEX gene, or 10) viral suppressors of gene silencing. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species from (A) and a 
single species from (B) to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all 
claims are generic is considered non-rcsponsivc unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 

For (A), claims 46-48, 50-52 corresponds to plants, and the following claims are claim(s) are 
generic: 32-45, 49, and 53-65. 

For (B), claim 59 corresponds to viral suppressors of gene silencing, and the following claim(s) 
are generic: 32-58, 60-68. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: there is no relationship among the various recited biological 
systems; and each of the recited suppressors of PTGS have distinct mechanisms of action. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse.
